IRISH PRINTING. 

Mr. Cummins moved an amendment to the 
effect that copyright in any book published 
im Saorstat Eireann, the author of which 
book was a citizen of Saorstat Eireann, should 


only be granted on the condition that the 
work was printed in the Free State. He 
said that primarily the object he had in view 
was to make Dublin what it once had been— 
w great centre of printing. Dublin turned 
out a quality of work equal to any. He 
had seen recently in that House an 
example of art printing done in Dublin which 
was excellent, and he was told that it was 
turned out for ten shillings and sixpence, 
whereas in England it could not have been 
done for less than a cuinea. 

Another object of his was to give employ- 
ment to men who were at present unemployed, 

The United States had in operatior, a very 
comprehensive system of protection. No book 
or work was copyrighted in the United States 
unless the work of printing was carried out 
there. Canada up to the lst January, 1924, 
had the same system of protection, but, de- 
siring to get within the Berne Convention, 
passed an amending Act which effected this 
object, but, at the same time, insisted that 
works by authors who were citizens of 
Canada should be printed in Canada. 

SUBSTITUTED. 

Answering the Chairman, Mr. Cummins 
agreed that his amendment was covered by 
that of Senator Dowdall, and said that he 
would withdraw his amendment in favour of 
that put down by Senator Dowdall. 

Mr. T. W. Bennett (for Mr. Dowdall) 
moved this amendment, which read :—** In 
case the author is a citizen of Sanrstat 
fareann, and desires to secure copyright in 
Saorstat Eireann, the work for which such 
copyright is sought to be secured shall be 
printed in Saorstat Eireann, anything in this 
Act to the contrary.”’ 

Mr. Bennett said that the amendment was 
based op the Canadian precedent. One thing 
which would be done by the amendment 
would be to secure that the trade in Ireland, 
which was of considerable importance, as 
proved by works published, would receive 
a fillp... All that was asked was that where 
it was desired to secure copyright the Free 
State printers should be given au opportunity 
of doing she work. 

The only danger that he could see was that 
through the creation of a monopoly the >r:nt- 
ing might be a bit more expensive. If cheve 
were men in the Saorstat capable of proau> 
ing a work, then he thought that they shouid 
get the work. 

BREACH OF CONVENTION, 

Mr. 5S. L. Brown, K.C., hoped that ‘he 
House would not be led away - sympathy 
with Irish publishers and printers. He said 
that the amendment, if passed, would put 
Ireland outside the Berne Convention, and the 
Canadian law was a distinct breach ~f that 
Convention. If the amendment were passe 1, 
an Irish author, especially a young author, 
without giving up his citizenship, could cross 
to England and have his works published 


there cheaper than in Ireland, and with 
a better chance of success. Having done 
that, he could come back and _ publish 
without any condition. They would there. 
fore, be acting contrary’ to the 
Berne Convention, outside of which they 
would put themselves. His opinion was that 
if they adopted the amendment, they would 
ipso facto put themselves outside the Berne 
Convention. 

Dr. Yeats, opposing the amendment, said 
that books of old Irish dialects were printed 
in Copenhagen and Germany, and this work 
could not be done in Ireland. If, he said, 
the amendment were adopted it would mean 
that Irish scholars would not be employed on 
such works as the Hnacyclopadia Britannica 
and historical works printed in England, be- 
cause Irish publishers could cut out possibly 
hundreds of pages by an Irish scholar and 
publish the work in the Free State. The 
amendment would do a great injury to these 
scholars. 

BINDING AGREEMENTS. 

Very few authors were in the position of 
being able to change their publishers or to 
dictate to their publishers. Sometimes, too, 
their agreements made it impossible for them 
to change. He knew of a living young Irish 
novelist who had made an agreement with an 
English —- who paid him a yearly 
salary. Under the proposal that man would 
lose his lrish copyright unless he declared 
himself to be a British subject. 

The passing of the amendment would be 
the preparation for the export of 
all Irish authors. To change a publisher was 
against the whole ethics and traditions of the 
author's profession. 

An Irish author could not have copyright 
of his work in Ireland unless he was able to 
cajole his publisher. He could not compel ; 
he could only cajole. ‘‘ We are," he said, 
with sarcastic emphasis, “asked to pass a 
law of cajolery.”’ 

if the amendment were passed, no Irish 
author could serialise his work in an English 
newspaper or magazine and keep his copy- 
right in his native country. An author mak- 
ing his living by his pen had to serialise in 
the English publications, because there was 

Irish newspaper or magazine prepared to 
pay him adequately, or even at all, for the 
serial rights of his work. He knew one Irish 
author who had ready fo: serial publication in 
England an autobiography covering many 
years of important social and political history 
in Ireland. If the amendment were to be 
passed, that work would be immediately 
pirated in the Irish Press without the author 
receiving a single penny 

WOULD CROSS THE BORDER. 

He himself had done the bulk of his work. 
He had only a few books left to publish. He 
was not going to change his publisher, Jose his 
whole collected edition, and break faith with 
those who had purchased his work on the 
understanding that it was going to be a 


genuine collected edition.

MINISTER'S VIEW. 

Mr. McGilligan, opposing the amendment, 
said that from the regulations of the Berne Con- 
vention it was quite clear that an Irish 
author publishing in England must get copy- 
right in the Free State as long as the Free 
State remained a member of the international 
union bound by the Convention. It was for 
the Senate to say whether they would insist 
on the printing requirement, and thereby cut 
away from the Berne Convention. 

He could not understand what advantage 
the amendment could be to Irish publishers 
or Irish printers: The Irish author would at 
once make up his mind to publish in England, 
and have world protection, and sacrifice the 
little that he might expect to get from sales 
in the Free State. | 
Colonel Moore said that having heard 
Senator Yeats, he had changed his opinion 
completely. He now saw that it would not 
be right or proper to pass the amendment. 

Mr. J. T. O'Farrell (Labour) said that a 
good deal cf unreasoning sentiment had been 
introduced into the matter. Until he had 
heard the arguments against it he had been 
in favour of the amendment, but pow, al- 
though he was as anxious as anyone to get 
employment for Irish printers, he would not 
for the mere sake of sentiment and show, vote 
for it. If all the Irish authors published all 
their work in Ireland, the amount of extra 
oes ag given would not amount to much, 
and for that the country would be driven 
out of the Berne Convention, and become the 
outlaw of the literary world. The people 
who sought to make Irish authors patriotic 
at their own expense, would have no hesita- 
tion in themselves buying clothes and boots 
and other things made in England. 

Mr. Westropp Bennett then withdrew the 
amendment. 

Further technical and verbal amendments 
having been agreed to, the bill passed through 
the Committee stage. 


CIRCUIT COURT BILL. 

In the Free State Senate vesterday. the 
Report stage of the Circuit Court Appeals 
Bill was passed, with the addition of a Go.

GOVERNMENT OPPOSES 
REBUILDING. 


In the Dail yesterday, on the motion that 
a Joint Committee of both Houses be set up 
to consider the Dublin Port and Docks 
(Bridge) Bill, 1927, President Cosgrave said 
that he opposed the second reading of the 
bill. To pass the motion would be to accept 
the principle that the Butt Bridge should be 
rebuilt. The Government did not consider 
that the site of a bridge so far west as Butt 
Bridge would enable the traffic problem to be 
dealt with satisfactorily. A bridge much 
more east than Butt Bridge would be re- 
quired to loosen out the traffic. 

He was not concerned with the proposal to 
make a parking place for motor cars at the 
present Customs House Dock. He did not be- 
lieve that that was a practical ap pee 
would necessitate the erection of a covered 
road. A roadway would be required for 
portion of it, and he could not see from where 
the money would come for that. 

In considering the measure, they had to 
take into consideration the growth of the 
city. _ Fifty years ago the site of the Butt 
Bridge might have been suitable, but con- 
siderable change had taken place since then. 
One could form a better idea of the position 
when it was remembered that the Customs 
House was at one time at the south-east 
corner of Grattan Bridge. Sine then 
O'Connell Bridge and Butt Bridge had been 
constructed. 

He was satisfied that the bridge was not 
sufficiently eastward; that it would require 
to be 200 or 300 yards further down the 
river. The census of traffic in the city in 
1923 and 1925 showed an increase of some- 
thing like 60 per cent. If the traffic con- 
tinued to increase at that rate it would be- 
come a very serious problem, and it would be 
a Matter for anxious consideration. A sum 
of £90,000 would be required to place the 
bridge in the position suggested by the Port 
and Docks Board. 

He understood that the Port Board had 
been in consultation with other bodies con- 
cerned——notably with the City Commissioners 
—but at that time the Port Board’s estimate 
had been £40,000. If the Dail consented to 
the erection of this bridge they might delay 
the erection of a bridge at a more easterly 
point, and he could only arge that that would 
seriously impede the work of those who had 
charge of the direction of the city traffic. 

COLLEGE GREEN “ BOTTLE-NECK.” 

Professor Magennis also opposed the 
motion. He said that the traffic problem re- 
sulting from the development of transport in 
recent years was notoriously difficult in all 
great cities. The rebuilding of Butt Bridge 
on its present site would not relieve the 
traffic congestion. There was a “ bottle- 
neck ” at Trinity College corner and opposite 
the Bank of Ireland, through which a huge 
volume of traffic passed daily, The rebuild- 
ing of Butt Bridge would only provide a new 


' avenue leading to that “ bottle-neck.’’ 


He understood that as a sequel to the re- 
building of the bridge it was intended to 
widen Tara street. That would be a costly 
business, ana would only bring relief to one 
small district, and would enhance the diffi- 
culty at Trinity College. lt was quite feasible 
te construct an entirely new bridge further 
east. The objection of the man in the street 
was that that would impede shipping Which 
arrived at the port, but that difficulty could 
be overcome by means of a Paes x go All 
bridge, or some similar device. é con- 
struction of such a bridge would be less costly 
and much more efficient, and it would facili- 
tate the clearing of a slum area, and provide 
a straight run through for traffic from Clon- 
tarf through Amiens street to reg 

The proposal was bound up with the whole 
question of town planning. The City Com- 
missioners were thoroughly alive to the 
urgent need for setting up a town planni 
authority. The bill was an anticipation o 
such an authority, and would, if carried, 
make portion of their work almost impos- 


sible. 
PROMOTERS’ VIEW. 

Mr. W. Hewat said that as a member of 
the Port and s Board he felt called 
upon to justify the bill. Apart from the 
question of merits. the rejection on a second 
reading would be a somewhat drastic method 
of dealing with a bill promoted by the Dub- 
lin Port and Docks Board after consultation 
with the Dublin Commissioners. He could 
not expect to the bill in face of the 
opposition that been manif and in

POSTPONED. 

The Minister for Justice said that agree- 
ing to the second reading of the bill com- 
mitted them to the principle of peer | a 
bridge at Butt Bridge, and thereby excluded 
the consideration of alternative schemes. The 
discussion had revedied the conflict as be- 
tween the necessity for berthage and traffic, 
and town planning. His suggestion was that 
the second reading of the bill should be post- 
poned for a month or sit weeks, and that in 
the meantime a Committee of the Dail should 
be asked to consider the merits of the bill in 
an unfettered way. 

Such a Committee could consider alterna- 
tive schemes, and eould hear evidence from 
witnesses, such as the Commissioner of 
Police, the City Surveyor, and other experts, 
who might be in a position to help. 

Mr. Hewat agreed with the suggestion, 
and the second reading was postponed until 


April 20th, 
CONDENSED MILK COMPANY. 

The Minister for Finance moved for leave 
to introduce a supplementary estimate for 
the Department > Agriculture. He ex- 
plained that the vote was for the purpose 
of enabling the Minister for Agriculture to 
acquire the assets of the Condensed Milk 
Company of Ireland and the New Mar«ei 
Dairy Company. This was the first step in 
the scheme for putting the dairying industry 
in a position to meet competition. 

Leave was given to introduce the esti- 
mate, the Minister for Agriculture to cir- 
culate the figures that would be contained in 
the statement which he would make on the 
estimate on Tuesday next. 

An amendment from the Senate to the 
Constitution (Amendment No. 2) Bill, which 
rovides for the automatic return of the 
Co of the Dail, was, on the motion of 
the Minister for Justice, accepted. 

VOTE ON ACCOUNT.

The debate on Deputy Baxter's amend. 
ment, that the vote should be reduced by 
, was resumed by Mr. 0. G. Esmonde, 
who remarked that there was one item which 
was seriously increasing—namely, Appropria- 
tions in Aid. They were asked to vote a 
sum of £8,081,717 to cover the period until 
after the general election, but during that 
period a sum of £400,000 might be spent by 
the State which did not appear on the Vote 
on Account. This year the Appropriations 
in Aid had surpassed a million ponnds. He 
agreed that there was substantial room for 
reduction in taxation. 

Mr. Wolfe said that he agreed with much 
that had been said in fayour of the reduction 
of income tax. Rates and income tax were 
at present a frightful drag on landowners, 
and prevented them from going in for con- 
structive work on their property, If income 
tax could be reduced to a gi level than 
that prevailing in England it weuld induce 

ple with capital to settle in the Free 

tate. 

More money should be given to the 
Ministry of Fisheries to increase its useful- 
ness. Thé Ministry of External Affairs, was, 
he said, the badge of their freedom, and 
ought not to be abolished. 

A GLOOMY PICTURE. 

Mr. Heffernan (Farmers) said that the eco- 
nomic conditions had not improved since 
last year; in fact, in his opinion, they had 
become worse. A great number of farmers 
were not able to make ends meet. The 
fact that many SÁ MN were living on their 
capital was proved by the fact that the de- 
posits in the joint stock banks were steadily 
decreasing. 

They must have reduced taxation before 
they could have increased production. When 
they had increased production it might be 
quite ee to, have increased taxation. 

Mr. Norton, criticising the class of papers 
set at examinations held under the auspices 
of the Civil Service Commissioners, said 
that the Rathmines Urban Council, of which 
he was a member, recently proposed to pro- 
mote a person to the rank of clerk, his 
duties being to send out accounts, invoices, 
etc. The candidate was examined by a repre- 
sentative of the Ministry of Finance.

Mr, Everett protested against the in- 
adequate provision made for unemployment. 


MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Mr. Blythe said that, if he had anything 
to say on the subjects of income tax and 
the corporation profits tax, he would not say 
it mow, *s it would more properly come up 
under the Budget discussions. He had 
always thought that the demand for economy 
by the abolition of the Ministry for External 
Affairs was a particularly senseless one. They 
would save very little by abolishing a depart- 
ment if the work was not abolished. The 
work of the department needed to be done 
unless the country was content to sink to a 
status which he did not believe it would be 
content to sink to. 

There was no department more maligned 
and misrepresented than the Department of 
Fisheries. The fishery problem was an ex- 
ceedingly difficult one, and if it were handed 
over to the Department of Avriculture or the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, it 
could not receive the attention that it de- 
served. It was necessary that a Minister 
should be invested with the respousibility of 
examining’ the problem and devising a 
remedy. 

The beet sugar subsidy had not been in- 
creased, and the amount of the subsidy was 
laid down in the Act. The only thing that 
had happened was that the pessimistic view 
formed of the readiness with which the Trish 
farmer would take up the cultivation of a new 
crop had proved to be unfounded. Instead of 
having a difficulty in getting the 4,000 or 
5,000 acres required in the first year, it was 
possible to get much more. There was also 
a good’ yield from the crop, and a high per- 
centage of sugar. 

Answering Mr. Davin, the Minister said 
that no second factory would be thought of 
at the present rate of subsidy. 

_ RELIEF GRANTS. 

Continuing, Mr, Blythe said that there was 
no provision for relief grants in this year's 
estimates. They had been reluctant heretofore 
to provide relief grants at this time of the 
year, In the past the major portion was 
provided in a supplementary estimate in the 


autumn, so that the expenditure might take | 


place duirng the winter, when the hardshir 
was greatest. He thought that it was well 
not to provide even a small fund for relief 
before the poe election 

One could easily be too alarmed ubout the 
Me trade balance. It was not in itself 
I'Kely to bring about any great upheaval. It 
was a thing that could be rectified. but it 
could only be rectified at once by measures 
that might affect future development. As it 
was, it would rectify itself without any 
particular action .being taken. Undoubtedly 
the real adverse trade balance was much less 
than the visible adverse balance. He could 
never get sufficient figures to arrive at a 
definite conclusion as to what it actually was. 
The invisible figures were in favour of the 
Free State—a great deal more money was 
coming into the country in the form of divi- 
dends, pensions and other money, than was 
going out. 

Captain Redmond asked whether the 
Minister could make a return of the dividend 
warrants showing that amount. 

Mr. om bg said that after a certain time 
they would be able in the income tax returns 
to give farther details than had hitherto been 
available. He did not think that at present 
anything like complete figures could be given, 
There was no use regarding this whole 
matter in too abstract a way—nor was 
any use in saying that there was an adverse 
trade and that taxation must be consequently 
reduced.

SOUND SCHEMES.

Debt, and a country which needed develop- 
ment. 

Yhe current expenditure was the expendi- 
ture which mattered, and which was a burden 
on taxation. Capital expenditure was not a 
burden, and it was not a disadvantage. They 
had tried to meet the burden of unemploy- 
ment by various types of capital expenditure, 
and if there were a diminution in tpe figures 
of certain types of capital expenditure, that 
was not due to an ‘alteration in the policy. 
It was very difficult to estimate for local 
loans, as they depended on so many factors. 
The Government had not altered their policy 
with regard to housing or local loans. 

ARTERIAL ORAINAGE. 

Referring to the suggestion as to a delay 
in putting into operation the Arterial Drain- 
age Act, Mr. Biythe said that it was im- 
possible to have any schemes started 
before next May. Over a hundred 
schemes had been examined, and only a 
small proportion seemed to be good. . If 
ultimately 700 or 800 schemes were examined 
it would be found, he thought, that not more 
than a hundred would be carried through, 
and of the hundred examined only one could 
be carried out without a grant. 

The number that could be carried out at 
a 33 per cent. grant was small, The real fact 
was that the best drainage schemes had 
already been carried out. 

In regard to the substitution of some sort 
of a luxury tax for income tax, there seemed 
to be a certain amount of force in it, but he 
did not think that it was practicable.

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DUBLIN WOMAN'S DEATH. 
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NOT THE RESULT OF RECENT 
MOTOR ACCIDENT. 


When the inquest on Mrs. Mary Flanagan 
(66), of 585 North Circular road, Dublin, 
which nad been adjenrned for an independent 
post-mortem examination, wag resumed in the 
Dublin Morgue yesterday, evidence was given 
by Dr. W. 1). O'Kelly, pathologist, University 
College, Dublin, that. with Dr. McGrath, he 
examined the remains on Wednesday, and 
formed the opinion that death was due to 
syncope from hemorrhage, caused by the 
rupture of an aneurism—a_ tumour—in the 
cavity of the abdomen, which was of old 
standing, and took several years to torm. In 
his opinion, the motor accident in which Mrs. 
Fianagan was involved had nothing to do 
with the rupture of the aneurism. 

The jury found that the cause of death was 
as Dr. O'Kelly had stated, and expressed the 
belief that the accident had nu connection 
with the woman's death. 

Mrs. Flanagan was knocked down by a 
motor van, the property of the Phoenix 
Laundry, on October 12 last, and received in- 
juries for which she was treated for three 
weeks in the Mater Hospital. Proceedings 
were instituted by the police against the 
driver of the van, and he was fined £10 for 
driving negligently. An appeal was lodged, 
and it was while going to the Cirevit Court 
to give evidence on Tuesday last that Mrs. 
Flanagan took ill suddenly in the street. She 
died at home on the same night.

The Shannon Scheme. 


The text of the long awaited Shannon 
Electricity Supply Bill was issued to 
members of Ddil Eireann yesterday. By 
the Act of 1925 provision’ was made 
for the construction of the Shannon 
power works and the transmission of 
electric current from the river to 
about two hundred transformer stations 
throughout the Free State. The present 
bill, as it were, takes over the current 
at that. point, and arranges for its 
distribution and sale to the individual 
consumer. It is proposed that the whole 
concern shall be managed by a board of 
not less than three, or more than seven, 
members, whose chairman shall be a whole- 
time official. Members will be appointed, 
for a term not exceeding five years, in the 
first instance, by the Executive Council ; 
and the board will have wide powers. It will 
have full control of everything connected 
with electricity in the Free State; it will 
arrange for the wiring of towns ind 
villages; it will have authority to sell 
electrical equipment and accessories, and 
to regulate the prices of current in all 
parts of the country. As soon as the con- 
structional work has been completed the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce will 
hand the Shannon scheme, bag and 
baggage, to the board. It will be supplied 
with money by means of a Joan from the 
Central Fund, not exceeding £3,100,000, 
of which £600,000 will be used to pay 
arrears of and amortisation 
charges on the cost of the constructional 
work during the non-productive years. 
Thus the Board will have £2,500,000 at its 
disposal for purposes of wiring costs and 
compensation charges. The Act provides, 
however, that after 19352 the scheme must 
become self-supporting. 

At present electricity is supplied to 
the Free State by some ninety “ under- 
takers,’’ of whom only about twenty are 
“authorised’’—that is to say, have 
monopolies in particular Six 
months aíter the passage oí the new Act 
nobody will be permitted to sell electric 
current without a licence from the board, 
which will be empowered not only to buy 
out authorised undertakers—such, for in- 
stance, as the Dublin Corporation—if they 
wish to sell, but to acquire compulsorily 
any undertaking that it wants. It will 
be able also to fix the retail prices of 
surviving concerns; but, if an wunder- 
taker thinks that he is being treated un- 
fairly, he can compel the board either to 
buy him out or to manage his business 
for him. In all cases of compulsory 
acquisition compensation will be paid at a 
rate to be fixed either by agreement or by 
arbitration; and the board will be 
required to take over all staffs on their 
existing contracts. Finally, the board 
will have power to sell materials. 
The conception is that of a huge State 
monopoly, conducted on a managerial 
basis; and the Government believes that 
the advantages which it will confer on the 
community will be so great as completely 
to overshadow any delects from which it 
may suffer, it seems to be a workman- 
like measure in its main points, but it will 
be opposed by vested interests on the 
ground that it will interfere seriously with 
existing privileges.

The Continental experts who reported on 
the Shannon scheme laid great stress on 
the importance of an efficient board of 
directors, which should be independent 
of Government interference, If the right 
men are chosen, however, the organisi 


tion may be a success, and, as an im- 


the most highly specialised skill. 
layman can grasp the magnitude of 
the task that awaits the board; for 
the whole State must be organised 
for purposes of electrical supply on 
a paying basis. Apart altogether from 
the question of power, the purely commer- 
cial aspect of the undertaking will 
be enormous. It-.has been estimated that, 
roughly, one hundred thousand houses 
must be fitted with electrical equipment 
during the next two years, That task, in 
itself, calls for careful management; and 
there are a score of other matters that 
must be tackled at once. -The Free State 
Government has taken a big risk on the 
Shannon, and has the courage of its convic- 
tions. We must hope that Mr. McGilligan 
does not under-estimate the difficulties 
that remain to be overcome, and that he 
will not allow his bill to leave the 
Dáil until it has passed the most search- 
ing tests of expert criticism. 


Dublin’s Traffic Needs.

We congratulate President Cosgrave on 
the excellent lead which he gave to Ddil 
Eireann yesterday when the bill for the 
reconstruction of Butt Bridge, Dublin, pro- 
moted by the Dublin Port and Docks Board, 
came up for discussion. Mr. Cosgrave 
proposed that the whole scheme should be 
referred to a Committee of the House tor 
consideration before the bill was given a 
second reading. He spoke of the larger 
issues that were involved—of the need of a 
new bridge across the Liffey eastward of 
the Custom House, and of the steadily 
growing volume of traffic which would 
require accommodation. The Ddil agreed 
with the President’s proposal, and thus, 
for the first time, manifested recognition 
for the need of active measures of “ town- 
planning.” If the bill had received its 
second reading, evidence heard when it 
passed into Committee necessarily would 
have been limited to the merits of 
the scheme itself. The widening of 
Butt Bridge and of Tara street would 
have been considered without  refer- 
ence to alternative proposals for the 
relief Dublin’s traffic congestion. 
Now, however, a committee with larger 
terms of reference will hear the evidence 
of traffic authorities, engineers and ‘‘town- 
planning ’’ experts upon the whole problem 
of Dublin’s bridges. Our London Corre- 
spondent to-lay states that the British 
Government, following the recommenda- 
tions of a Royal Commission, has adopted 
far-reaching schemes for the enlargement 
of the bridges crossing the Thames in 
London. What the uprise of motor trans- 
port has made necessary on a mammoth 
scale in London is necessary in pro- 
portionate measure in Dublin. A _ con- 
tributor to the Motor News this week 
quotes evidence to prove that the 
aggregate of passengers carried by 
Dublin omnibuses now has reached the 
annual figure of nearly 10,000,000. 
The Ddil Committee will hear argu- 
ments for the thrusting of two new 
vehicular thoroughfares across the Liffey— 
one at the site of the present Metal Bridge, 
in order to relieve the central volume of 
traffic, and the other as a link between 
Amiens street and Westland row, in order 
to create an ‘‘ East Circular road ” con- 
necting the coastal townships. It will 
hear also the case for the formation of an 
underground “‘park’’ at the site of the 
present. Custom House dock—a scheme 
which Mr, Cosgrave condemned, perhaps, 
a little the; Dublin City 
Engineer, an interview which we 
published yesterday, that the 
plan was sound from both traffic and 
engineering points of view.

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Sentiment and Facts. 


The Free State Senate witnessed yester- 
day a noteworthy triumph of fact over 
sentiment. An amendment in the Com- 
mittee stage of the Property (Protection) 
Bill proposed to compel authors, citizens 
of the State, to print their works within 
the State under penalty of loss of copy- 
right. The proposer and supporters of the 
amendment employed all the arguments 
which come so lightly to the lips of un- 
informed patriotism. The compulsory 
printing of Irishmen’s books in Ireland’ 
would be a duty to nationhood, would give 
large employment to worthy men, and 
would revive the glories of the Irish print- 
ing trade. Then Mr. S. L. Brown, K.C., 
and Dr. Yeats stated the facts of the case. 
The outstanding fact was that the adoption 
of the proposed amendment would put the 
Free State outside the scope of the Berne 
Convention—in other words, would turn 
all her writers into “landless men” and 
literary outlaws. Dr Yeats furnished vivid 
illustrations of the plight of Free State 
authors under the proposed régime. No 
work of ancient Irish scholarship, pub- 
lished abroad, would accept contributions 
from Free State scholars, because these 
could be pirated in the Free State. For 
the same reason no Free State author 
would be permitted to contribute to such 
important works as the Encyclopedia 
Britannica and the “Dictionary of 
National Biography.” Moreover, at least 
ninety per cent. of the Free State’s writers 
of fiction, plays, poetry and history 
publish their books in England and gain 
their livelihood from British support: 
often their emoluments from their own 
country would not keep them in tobacco 
for a month. The operation of the pro- 
posed amendment would force these 
writers to break with their English 
publishers and to accept financial ruin— 
but for the fact that they would possess a 
simple remedy. ‘They could remove them- 
selves from the Free State without any 
loss of their literary rights at home, and 
that, of course, is what every one of them 
would do. The adoption of the amend- 
mont would be the signal for a diaspora of 
writers and scholars from the Free State 
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alists in Italy 


Italy’s new law of public safety has 
first victim. A German journalist, Karl 
Delius; has been arrested at Genoa on 
thé charge that he took and published 
photographs “ prejudicial to the national 
dignity,” and thus “offended the head of 
the Government.” The photographs, which 
were published in Germany, were taken 
at the Sicilian sulphur mines, and 
(according to a Roman newspaper) were 
accompanied by a statement that the 
miners’ conditions had become insupport- 
able under Fascist rule. The result of the 
trial will be awaited anxiously by all 
foreign journalists resident in Italy. 
When the Defence of the Realm Act was 
passed the Minister for Justice gave to 
the Rome Correspondent of The Times 
a written assurance that it did not apply 
to the journalistic activities of foreigners 
abroad, even if they resided in Italy, but 
affected only “ anti-Italian propaganda 
made by Italians abroad.” It appears 
now that the promised immunity from 
arrest and trial by court-martial does not 
apply to the new Public Safety Act. The 
findings of the court at Genoa may 
establish the nature of an offence under 
the new Act for all foreign journalists 
living in Italy and publishing in other 
countries. If Herr Delius is convicted 
and is sentenced to fine, imprisonment 
or expulsion, it will be worth no foreign 
newspaper's while to keep a closely 
muzzled correspondent on Italian soil. 
As matters stand, indeed, there seems to 
be no certainty that any writer who 
has criticised the Fascist Govern- 
ment in any foreign newspaper can visit 
Italy without some risk of unpleasantness. 
Signor Mussolini’s care for the national 
dignity may have costly reactions on one 
of his country’s most important indus- 
tries—her tourist traffic.

Budget Prospects.

To 
cover the risk of an increase in the wine 
duty a rate of 90 per cent. is quoted— 
which is a sign that the underwriters 
consider a change to. be almost certain. 
They are not quite so confident with 
regard to the decrease of the whiskey 
duty, for which the rate is 60 per cen! 
For 30 per cent. a policy covering the risk 
of an increase in the duty on tobacco may 
be obtained. That an increase in the 
income tax is regarded as improbable is 
shown by the rate, which is quoted at 
10 guineas per cent.

Up to 3lst December, 1952—that 
is, for the first three years in which the 
Shannon scheme is in operation—interest 
may be paid out of principal. 

BOARD'S POWERS. 

Having by the sixteenth clause authorised 
the Minister of Industry and Commerce 
to hand over the Shannon power system 
to the Board of Control as soon as the 
system is completed by the contractors, or 
in such sections as are completed from 
time to time, the bill defines the general 
duty of the Board to be:— 


(1)}—Te operate the Shannon works, 

(2)—To maintain same, 

(3)—To distribute, utilise and sell electri. 
city generated by the Shannon, and ' 

(4)—To control, co-ordinate and improve 
the supply, distribution and sale of 
electricity in the Free State. 


As to the fixing of rates and scales of 
charges for electricity, the measure pro- 
vides that all charges made by the Board 
for electricity supplied after 3lst De- 
cember, 1932, must be such that the total 
revenue derived in any year will meet all 
the expenses of the administration in that 
year, and also provide for interest, sink- 
ing fund renewals, depreciation, etc. 


LICENCES TO BE ISSUED. 


Six months after the passing of the bill 
ho person can sell electricity except under 
licencé from the Board, which can grant 
a licence in two forms :— 


(a)—As a “ permit" revokable at will by 
the Board, and

Undertaker ' and giving him the 
powers now enjoyed by a “ Statutory 
Undertaker,” 

The measure appears to aim at avoiding 
interference with statutory undertakings 
in so far as their area rights are con- 
cerned, but the Board may buy out any 
“authorised undertaker’’ if requested by 
him to do so. 


EXISTING UNDERTAKINGS. 


As to the acquisition of existing under- 
takings, the bill provides that the Board 
of Control may compulsorily acquire any 
electricity undertaking and itself operate 
it, but it must indemnify the former 
owner from all debts and liabilities owed 
by him on account of the undertaking, 
and, by way of compensation, pay him a 
sum equal to the fair value of the under- 
taking as a goimg concern, such fair value 
to be fixed by agreement, or, failing this, 
by arbitration. 

If it acquires an undertaking, the Board 
is bound to take over all employés upon 
the same terms and conditions (including 
pension and superannuation rights) as 
they were employed by the former owner. 

The Board can compulsorily acquire 
lands necessary to its operations, com- 
pensation to be paid as usual under such 
circumstances. - The‘ ordinary powers as 
to breaking up streets, way-leaves across 
land, crossing rivers with cables, etc., are 
contained in the bill

FIXING THE RETAIL PRICE. 


The Board of Control can fix the retail 
prices for electricity to be charged to 
consumers by any undertaker, and, if an 
undertaker objects to the charges, he can 
compel the Board to buy him out or to 
operate his business for him under terms 
laid down in the bill. An undertaker 
must take a bulk supply of electricity if 
it is offered to him at a price below his 
own generation costs. 

As regards the sale of electrical equip- 
ment, the measure contains provisions 
similar to those in the British Electricity 
Act. Any authorised undertaker can 
engage in the sale of electrical equip- 
ment, or maintain shops and showrooms 
for sale of electrical material, with the 
consent of the Board. 


STANDARDISATION. 


The Board can close generating stations 
or may require an undertaking to alter 
the type of current or the frequency or 
pressure of supply. This provision is 
designed apparently to secure standardisa- 
tion of supply. 

One of the functions of the Board will 
be to advise generally on the exploitation 
of natural resources for the generation of 
electricity. The Board has power to call 
for information from any electricity under- 
taking. 

A schedule to the bill sets out the 
method of reckoning the compensation of 
persons who suffer loss of employment’ by 
reason of the closing down of a generating

MR. COATES ON MARKETING 
IN ENGLAND. 


WELLINGTON, NEW ZEALAND, 
Friday. 

Mr. Coates, the Prime Minister, has 
issued a statement on behalf of the Govern- 
ment with regard to the position of New 
Zealand butter on the London markets, 
which is admitted to be far from satis- 
factory, and to give cause for concern. 

Mr. Coates says that the Dairy Board is 
elected in the main by the producers them- 
selves, and adds: ‘‘ Neither I nor the 
Government can interfere with the Board’s 
exercise of its statutory functions.”’ 

The latest advices received by the 
Government indicate that, although there 
is considerable hostility among the trade 
to the policy of price fixation, the 
influence of this factor in bringing about 
the present difficulty should not be over- 
estimated. 

This season's operations have been 
greatly prejudiced by the necessity for 
‘“‘quitting’’ approximately 600,000 boxes 
of butter held in store at the beginning 
of the season, for the accumulation of 
which the Dairy Board is not responsible. 

Mr. Coates fully recognises that there 
is ample scope for the Board to see that a 
high standard is maintained; to arrange 
transport, insurance and storage charges, 
and supervise the marketing; but says 
that it is for the producers themselves to 
decide how far these operations should go.

Replying to the debate on the Railways 
Appropriation Bill, in the House of 
Assembly to-day, Mr. C. W. Malan 
(Minister of Railways) caused general 
satisfaction by repudiating the anti- 
British views of Van der Merwe, and de- 
claring: “ There is no ground for the 
accusation that this Government is 
actuated by any anti-British or anti- 
Great Britain feeling.” 
Mr Malan quoted figures showing the 
total railway purchases in Great Britain 


and abroad by the Union Government in. 


the past two years. 

In 1925 goods valued at over £3,500,000 
were purchased in Great Britain, and 
goods valued-at £1,800,000 abroad. 

In 1926, when British industry was han- 
dicapped by the coal stoppage, goods 
valued at £2,400,000 were purchased from 
Great Britain and goods valued at 
£2,300,000 abroad. 

Thus, more was purchased from Great 
Britain than abroad, even in that troubled 
year. 

“ We have never on any occasion gone 
outside Great Britain, if we were not 
forced to do so by circumstances over 
which we had no control,” he added. “A 
nation which, after this terrible war, 
tackled its financial problems and obliga- 
tions in the manner in which Great 
Britain did, is not a decadent nation. As 
far as this Government is concerned, we 
will continue a policy which will be 
sympathetic to the utmost degree to pur- 
chasing in Great Britain." 

This rebuff to the Nationalist Ex- 
tremists is likely largely to undo the harm 
done by Dr. Van der Merwe’s speech 
earlier in the debate.

FATAL END. TO. FIRST. . 
AIRMAN KILLED.

ELECTROCUTED WHILE 
BALLOON JUMPING. 

HE introduction in England yesterday 
of “balloon jumping ’’—a new sport, 
which had its origin in the United States— 
resulted in thé death, at Hendon, of 
Leading Aircraftsman Dobbs, described as 
one of the most expert parachutists of the 
Royal Air Force. He was making a big 
jump at the Stag Lane Aerodrome, 
Hendon, when he landed on some electric 
wires and was electrocuted. 
A NEW SPORT. 

In balloon jumping a man attaches 
himself to a small balloon, which is suffi- 
ciently buoyant to hold his weight in 
equilibrium. Balance is attained by 
attaching a two or three-pound sandbag 
to the harness of the apparatus on the 
balloon, and then.the man jumps into the 
air. 

Dobbs gave several demonstrations of 
balloon jumping during the day, and when 
repeating the feat about five:o’clock in 
the afternoon—he had said it would be 
his last jump of the day—he made a big 
leap into the air, and, coming down on 
some electric wires, was electrocuted, 

OVERHEAD CABLES. 

There were two tall oaks in the last of 
three fields over which he was making a 
series of jumps. Having taken his run 
and vaulted into the air, he cleared the 
trees, going over them gracefully, unaware 
that the overhead cables from the Metro- 
politan Electric Supply Station lay in 
his way just beyond them. 

“He began to drop towards the earth,” 
said an eye-witness, “when, to our horror, 
he struck the wires. There was a vivid 
blue flash, and he fell to the ground; and 
was picked up dead by members of the 
staff who ran to the spot. The flesh on 
his arms, where he had evidently caught 
the wires, was charred, and the clothing 
singed. Had he struck the wires with his 
feet, encased in rubber boots, the tragedy 
might have been. averted.”’ 


A JUMP OF 35 FEET. 

The cables were about twenty-five feet 
above the ground, and it is estimated that 
Dobbs had ascended to a height of thirty- 
five feet during the jump which ended 
fatally. 

It is understood that Dobbs was on 
leave, and that to-day’s experiment was a 
private enterprise, and not connected with 
the Air Ministry. 


CHAMPION PARACHUTIST. 

“Dobbs, who had been in the service 
for some years, was a man of iron nerve,” 
a friend stated last night, “and what he 
did not know about the parachute was 
not worth including in a text-book. He 
was generally considered to be the 
champion parachutist of the Air Force. 

“It is a tragic coincidence that Dobbs 
should have lost his life within two days 
after the death of Corporal East; in view 
of the fact that East was at one time a 
pupil of Dobbs, so far as leartiing the 
parachute is concerned.” 

[Corporal East was killed while attempting 
a “delayed drop” with a parachute at 
Biggin Hill.) 

Dobbs, who has had more mid-air leaps 
from aircraft than any other demonstrator 
of the R.A.F., is stated to be a single 
man, his home being at Woodford Green, 
Essex. In the past few years he carried 
out many tests, During the war he served 
in France in the Air Service, 


EYE-WITNESS’S STORY. 


A dramatic story of the accident was 
told to a Press Association representative 
by Mr. F. Hitchins, of Roe Green garden 
village. Mr. Hitchins was at work on 
the sports ground adjoining the field 
where Mr. Dobbs fell. . 

“With my two little children,” he said, 
“we had been watching Mr. Dobbs during 
the day. This time we saw the balloon 
come sailing over the trees. The man 
only just cleared them, and I thought 
that he would succeed in getting under 
the wires, which are just beyond the 
trees. 

“Then I saw he must hit them. I 
pushed my little children into a dressing 
hut, and ran towards the balloon, shout- 
ing to a fellow-workman who was with 
me: ‘My God, if he hits those wires he 
is done for.’ I was just going to shout to 
Dobbs about the cable, when one of his 
assistants near by called out, ‘Mind the 
wires.” He could not avoid them, and 
came right down on to them. His feet 
seemed to me to hit the wires first, and 
there was a flash and a pillar of smoke. 
Then he fell a little lower, and became 
entangled, and swayed. 

“Each time his body struck the wires 
there was a flash. I saw four separate 
flashes, which meant that he must have 
had at least four terrible shocks ; for the 
wires are of tremendously high voltage. 
Some dry wood, the only non-conductor of 
electricity handy, was lying near, and | 
was going to make a pole to hook him 
down, when his assistant managed to do 
so by pulling the ropes trailing from the 
harness. 

“When he came down his chest and 
arms were aflame. We did our best to 
put out the fire, but he was beyond all 
help.”

ANOTHER U.S. DEMAND 


» FOR READJUSTMENT.

From “ Tre Trares’’’ ConRESPONDENT, 
NEW YORK, Friday. 

One hundred and sixteen members of 
the Faculty of Princeton University have 
signed a statement endorsing the plea of 
the Faculty of Political Seience of 
Columbia University for the reconsidera- 
tion of the settlement of Allied debts. 
The signatories represent every depart- 
ment in the University. 

In an accompanying statement Professor 
John Grier Hibben, President of Prince- 
ton, said that there was a growing recog- 
nition in the United States that the 
settlements so far effected do not meet the 
actual situation. 

“Even granting,’’ he said, “the capacity 
of our debtors to fulfil our stipulations— 
which is now openly questioned—we do 
not desire to impose tremendous burdens 
of taxation for the next two generations 
on friendly countries who are struggling 
to regain their strength at the very time 
that we are amassing a national fortune. 

“To urge our Government's obligations 
to its citizen-bondholders and taxpayers 
is to evade the real issue, which does not 
concern the relation of the Government to 
the people, but our national policy towards 
certain other States. To divorce the 
financial provisions of the loans from the 
moral situation in which they were asked 
for and given is to invent an unreal 
economic abstraction. 

“Finally, there is good reason to 
believe that in economics as well as in 
morals altruism is indistinguishable from 
true self-interest.” 


DISARMAMENT AND 
DEFENCE. 


THE BRITISH VIEW. 


The Times, in a leading article on 
“Defence and Disarmament,’’ refers to 
the Navy, Army and Air Force esti- 
mates, and adds :—Meanwhile the time is 
drawing near when the subject of dis- 
armament will come to the front in the 
conference with the United States and 
Japan at Geneva—a fact which will, no 
doubt, be duly reflected in the discussion 
at Westminster on Monday. So far as 
the Navy is concerned, Mr. Bridgemar 
has recently shown in the House oi 
Commons what is his own attitude in the 
matter. None of the ships of the 1927 
quota of new construction will be laid 
down till late in the year, by which cime 
it is hoped that the result of the proposed 
conference will be known. In other 
words, the Admiralty is in line with the 
Government, as a whole, on the difficult 
question of the general policy of dis- 
armament. There is no desire in the 
Navy to enter into a race of armaments 
with other countries. 

The idea of a costly and dangerous in- 
ternational competition in the production 
of arms and land, air and sea forces is 
entirely foreign to the spirit of the whole 
country. It has no desire to make—or 
to pay for-—preparations for war, except 
so far as they are ‘judged to be 
necessary for its safety and defence. 
The British view on the whole subject was 
admirably expressed at Geneva two months 
ago in the comments made by the delega- 
tion of the British Empire on the report 
of Sub-Commission A of the Preparatory 
Commission for the Disarmament Confer- 
ence. An insular country with large over- 
sea possessions and interests is obliged to 
maintain its forces for reasons which differ 
from those applicable to continental 
countries. | 

In framing his estimates, the First Lord 
of the Admiralty must always have in his 
mind two dominating factors. Subject to 
the limitations imposed upon him by the 
financial resources and requirements of the 
country, he has to provide for the safe- 
guarding of its trade routes, commerce and 
food, and also for the defence of its own 
coasts and those of the outlying parts of 
the Empire. For these reasons, as was 
pointed out by the delegation, a maritime 
Empire, with if” great responsibilities for 
safeguarding its lines of wommunications, 
requires a navy which is affected only to a 
certain degree by the size of the navies of 
neighbouring countries.

Northern Ireland is excluded from the 
Scope of the Cinematograph ijlm Lilt, 
which has been introduced in the Hou 
of Commons as the result of the sented 
agitation for British films for British 
cinemas. 

The Cinematograph Film Bill, which is 
down for a second reading next Wednes. 
day, is in two sections, and contains 31 
clauses, and its length is an indication of 
the comprehensiveness of its provisions, 

Section 1 abolishes “blind booking,” 
the system under which exhibitors may 
be forced to hire films which they tave 
not seen, and which may not even 
been made, . : — 

The second section imposes a -ompul. 
sory quota of British films on both renters 
and exhibitors. 

It is not expected that the administra« 
tion of the Act will cost more than four 
or five thousand pounds a year, and this 
sum will probably be covered by the small 
registration fee for films which will be 
charged. 

A staff of inspectors will not, it is 
understood, be set up, and the administra- 
tion of the Act will be in the hands of the 
Board of Trade, with whom all films will 
have to be registered. 

The quota of films to be shown rises by 
very gradual degrees from 1928 to. 1935, 
by which time programmes will have to 
contain 25 per cent. of British films. 

An exhibitor on conviction for an offence 
under the Act will be liable to a fine of 
£100; while, if the proceedings are taken . 
on an indictment, he is also liable to 
forfeit his licence for a time, 

The Act, which will come into operas 
tion on October 1, 1927, will not apply to 
advertising, scientific, educational, or 
technical films 


FAR-REACHING SCHEMES 
TO BE ADOPTED,

Having considered the report of the 
Royal Commission on cross-river traffic in 
London, the Cabinet, it is understood, has 
decided to adopt its recommendations.

THE DAMAGE TO CASTLE 
SAUNDERSON.

STRANGE BORDER STORIES. 


Remarkable evidence was given during the 
hearing of malicious injury claims made by 
Major Somerset Saunderson for damage done 
to Saunderson Castle and its contents during 
the year 1922, at Cavan Circait Court on 
Thursday before Judge Roche. 

Miss McCauley said that she acted as 
private secretary to Major Saunderson. She 
remembeted the Auxiliaries coming there in 
May, 1921, and they remained until January 
1922. She said that there were forty rooms 
in the castle, and gave evidence as to raids 
in April and May in 1922 After the 
first raid the place looked exactly as if a 
gang had come to do as mach damage as 
they could, windows being broken, etc. 
Everything was thrown about and in terrible 
disorder. valuable stuff was smashed, 

Mr. Duly, Am Soliciter, said that they 
had information that certain individuals 
came across the border and occupied Castle 
Saunderson for a few hours and fired back 
across the border, initiating an attack in 
reply, which attack would go to show they 
were in collusion across the border. They 
were really members of the same party, 
and it was to give rise to a sensation that 
Ulster Specials were atiacked by Repub- 


licans. 
THE DEFENCE. 

For the defence, William Pogue, farmer,

William McKernan said that he was in 
charge of Castle Saunderson for some time 
after the McC auleys left. There was some 
firing poing across from one side to the other, 
and this broke the windows. Bome young 
fellows were firing, and the Northern Specials 
were there, and they would reply to the 
attack, and sométimes it was machine-gun 
re. 

The Judge said in that case some gentle 
men wanted to make trouble—irresponsible 
people—and went. inte possession of Castle 
Saunderson and fired across the border, with 
the result that it drew the fire of the people 
on the other side of the border, Certain 
damage was done, and the difficulty was the 
amount of damage so done. He gave a 
decree for £417 10s., with the addition of a 
report for £350, making £767 10s. in all; 
£11 expenses were allowed.
